While Edmonton's drinking water may not be much to leok at 
during these deys of spring freshets it t* Just about the safest waiter 


in the country to drink, Dr, 'T. H, Whitelaw declared Friday tn pointing 
out that duriag the past year not one case of typhoid fever was re- 
ported by an Edmonton resident 

“It's muddy but safe," declared Dr, Whitelaw in speaking of the 
numerous complaints received by his department trom citisensa who 
were anxious to know if it was unhealthy to drink the water ki ite 
present muddy state, 

Ten cases of typhoid were treated in Edmonton hospitals during 
the past year, but all originated in country districts, Dr, Whitelaw 
stated, 

According to the health report for the past week, a marked ti- 
crease is shown in the number of cases of chickenpox, which increased 
from 2 to 11, while scarlet fever causes Jumped from 1% to 9. This is 
offset, however, by the fact that not one case of diphtheria, smallpox 
or erysipelas iy being cared fur at the Isolation hospital.
